Gentlemen, murder is murder. The 
murder of a brother .is called fratr- 
icide; the murder of a father is call- 
ed parricide, byt that don’t enter into 
this case. As I have said before, 
murder {s emphatically murder. 

You will consider your verdict, gen- 
tlemen, and make*up your minds ac- 
cording to the law and the evidence 
not forgetting the explanation I have 
given you.
